1956) and 
then one year for each 90 days 
he was on active duty (there 
are 11 such 90-day periods in 
his two years and 11 months of 
service) we reach February, 
1967 as the expiration period 
for his entitlement However, 
he should check with his VA 
regional office to make this 
more explicit by using the ac- 
tual dates of induction and dis- 
charge.
